After the sen-
tence Lattin turned to his counsel and
winspered thut it was as cold-blooded a
murder ngwes ever committed. Ieafter-
wards gave the details. He met Grant
at Paseo. There Grant showed a §100
Lill. At Tacoms he mede up his mind
to rob him. e bonght a bottle of
whisky, drugged jt and gnve it to Grant,
who did pot drink it but setit on tie
dreszer, Ie also procured chloroform, a
billy and s large revolver. After Graot
had been eslecp an hLouor, Latten arose
and struck him a heavy blow with the
billy, especting to koock him inszpsible.
Lattin also had chlorform ready to kzep
him quiet,intending to take ull the money
of Grant and tell the landludy lLie was
not feeling well, and pot to wake hin: 1
the morntpz. This wonld have given the
murderer time to get out ol the country.

The billy broke and Grant awakened
and sprang out of bed. Lattin had a
large revolver in hizs hand aod in the
struggle for the possession of it Lattin
shot at Giaot and missed him, then got
away and ran oot of the room. Grant
followed to the door, when Lattin shot
through the door, and killed bim.

THE CRONIN TRIAL.
Criicaso, Oct. 25—The taking of evi-
dence on the identification was resamed
in the Cromin case this morning. The
identification is vegy perfect and very
positive,
The next malter taken up was the find-
ing of the body in the ecateh busin by two
sewer-cleaners, who notified the poiice of
the fuct. The policemen who were sent
out pud assisted in removing tne body,
were sworn 88 to this point, and deseribed
the proceedings. Lawyer Forrest, for the
delense, made the cross-exampation on
this hicad very searching und rigid.
They were followed by Dr. Lewis, the
dentist, who made a set of fulse teeth for
Cronin. He identified the plate taken
from Crosin's mouth as the one he had
mude, Ile said that a cast for another
set exactly fitted the dead man's mouth.
A recuess wus then taken.
At the nfiernoon session, Dr. Egbert
statud the fucts revealed by the sutopsy,
describing the wounnds at great length,
and gwving it as his opinion that death
bhud resulted from them. All of the
wounds were on the Lead, but the skull
wes not broken, except that a small piece
of bune wns chipped off at the corner ot
the left eye. The stomuch and some of
its contents were exhibited, and Dr. Eg-
bert gaid that Cropin was killed within
three hours after having esaten. The
cross-cxamioation of Dr. Egbert devel-
oped the fact that nope of the wounds
were such ss would pecessarily cause
death. It was impossible, he sdmitted,
to say whether the wounde were infficted
before or after death. If death bhad re-
sulted from the skull wound it weuld, in
atl probability, have been ceused by con-
cussion Of the bruin. The question was
put 1o the doctor: *Is it not scientifically
trie that the physiciuns found no evi
dence in that body that were certain snd
conclusive of the cause of death” Dr.
Egbert replied: “That is true.” He was
of the opinion that death had occurred
through excessive loss of blood, but there
was no certeinty of it, he said.

Dr. Perking, who assisted in the post
mortem, thooght that death resulted from
concussion of the brain. That organ,
however, was too much decomposed to
afford eny information.

er farmers, our paper teems with useful
sugeestions by the editor for the amelior-
ation of the copdition of the people. We
haveline upon line showing the unparalled
importance of opening up the Columbia.
The necessity for more railroads diverg-
ing from The Dalles has been noticed.
The great benetit to city and country that
would acerue from utilizing the immense
water power adjacent to the city, has been
pointed out; and in due time he will
doubtless again refer o the importance of
having the railroad lands revert to the
government.

It wouald be well if farmers would die-
cuss measures calculaled to advance their
iuterests. Would not silos pay well in
order that more stock cnu]ns)bu fed. and
less hauling of produce be done? Since
suﬁu _is heavily taxed and likely to be,
and since sorghum is u certamn crop on
our highlands, should 1t not receive great
attention? Especially since vast im e-
ments have been made io the manufacture
of this valuuble product. Our long sea-
sons are just the thing for working it up.
Here on Five Mile, on elevated lands
vegetation has pot yet been killed and
may not be for amonth.
